A SHOCK TO THE WEST. 


‘Much surprise is experienced 
in the West 4t the discovery by 
Judge Cassels that up to some 
time in September last Mr. 
- Clifford Sifton was a shareholder 
-to the tune of $75,000 in the 
' signal company which has been 
‘supplying the Government with 
“400 foghorns at $4,600 each. 
“This feeling is provoked partly 
by the belief that a- public man 


‘-in active service ought not to 


participate in a Government 
‘. gontract, and parily by an invi 
dent which occured while the 
. general election was in progress. 
It had been reported. during 
the struggle of the month of 
~ October that Mr. Sifton was in 
certain cumpanies, the signal 
concerned among the rest, and 
“the general view was that the 
“+ position was scarcely proper. 
‘Mr. Sifton evidently appreciated 
the situation, for he hastened to 
- reassure the people. A telegram 
‘addressed by him to his paper 
in Winnipeg read thus:— 
‘‘Brandon, Oct. 14.—I have no 
_ stock or any interestin either the 
‘International Marine Signal Co. 
or the Shawinigan Power Cc. 
“Clifford Sifton.’” 
‘This telegram was written after 
the date upon which Mr. Sifton 
- ig represented to have disposed 
of his stock. It therefore speaks 
truthfully so far as it goes, if it 
be a fact that the stock has been 


'. sold outright to some other party. 


-But it does not tell the entire 
» story. It omits the information 
, that Mr. Siftan did hol the stock 
until a month before the denial 
» was made; and it conveys the 
impression that Mr. Sifton never 
held the stock and that the 
persons who had accused him of 
handling the stéck neverhad any 
justification for the allegation 
.. they had made. The bald denial 

was thus unjust to the public, 
and in that it suppressed impor- 
tant facts it was of the nature of 
a falsefood. Mr. Sifton if he had 
felt that he ought to say some- 
thing with reference to the matter 
should have said, not only that 


-: he had no stock at the time he 
‘<was writing, but that he did hold 


stock when the accusation was 
»-Made, and that he had sold out 

for reasons satisfactory to 
himself; That the western 
people sho supposed from the 
nature of Mr. Sifton’s subtle 
message to them that he had 
never held any stock in the 
company enjoying the govern- 
ment contract should be surprised 
now that they find that the 
contrary is the caso is but natrral. 
The incident raises two questions 
first, are we to permit public men 
to hold contracts with the Gov- 
ernment surreptitiously through 
stock companies? Secondly, is 
the smart statement which trifles 
with the truth and leaves an 
incorrect impression to be tole- 
rated? 

On the first we believe there 
can be but one opinion. The 
man who sits in Parliament is a 
trustee for the people, and that 
_ truetee ought not to be allowed 
to give contracts to himself no 
matter under what name he 
trades. Asto the second, it is 
about time that the country 
insisted upon the whole truth on 
all occasions. A public man 
should be required to be frank 
and above board in his statements, 
The politician addicted to the de- 
ceptive assertion ought to be 
driven from public life—Mail & 
Empire, 

Considerable interest is dis- 
played in the coming redistri- 


bution of seate for the local 
assembly of Alberta. Fifteen 
new constituencies will be 


created, making forty in all, and 
considerable carving will have 
to be done. Calgary and Id- 


monton will have two members 
each. But further than 


that 


[thare is ho‘in is’ no inkling of what. is 
going to be’done. Red Deer 
constituency will undoubtedly he 
changed but how much -is un- 
certain. Some who know claim 
a new constituency will te 
created running north and south 
some fifteen miles east with 
Stettler as a centre, cutting. off]; 
the eastern: portion of the con- 
stituency while others claim there 
will be a new constituency formed 
in the west. Never has the same 
territory been used for. election 
purp ses twice in this consti- 
tuency. The area has: always 
been ‘curtailed. May it be re- 
duced fair and equitably and 
there will be no special kick 
coming from the large body of 
electors. 


The people at large are laugh- 
ing at the foolish effort of the 
pest office department to intro- 
duce a rural postal service. 
Along routes where mail carriers 
go settlers are allowed to have a 
tin box nailed to a post, on pay- 
ment of three dollars, wherein|c 
their mail is placed. But this 
system is an awful farce on the 
face of it. Not one in a hundred 
settlers is on a mail route, and this 
vast number is deprived of the 
privilege of mail delivery, while 
their more fortunate neighbors 
have everything given them. Mr. 
Borden promised us rural mail 
delivery in the true sense of the 
word. This abortion given-us by 
the Laurier Government is the 
laughing stock of the entire 
community.

Down in Ontario they are 
exercising themselves very much 
about the way they are going to 
spell ‘‘doctor,” ‘‘author,’’ and 
other words in the new readers.

Last Meeting of 
Council of 1908. 


The last meeting of the City 
Fathers for 1908 -took place on 
Tuesday evening, last week, for 
the purpose of winding up the 
affairs of the municipality for the 
year past. Mayor H. H. Gaetz 
presiding. 

J. R. Cowell offered the seven 
lots at the sewer outlet for $2400, 
which offer was accepted. This 
price was fixed as the resultof an 
informal arbitration in which the 
Mayor and Mr. Cowell presented 
the case of the value of the lots 
from tneir respective standpoints 
to a board consisting of E. 
Michener, chosen by Mr. Cowell, 
R. C. Brumpton, chosen by the 
town, and J. L. Crawford, chosen 
by the ather two. The lots were 
assessed for $1350, the town offer- 
ed $1600. Mr. Cowell asked 
$2800. Messrs. Michener and 
Crawford allowed $2400, but Mr 
Brumpton did not agree witn the 
award. Each party was bound, the 
town to buy and Mr. Cowell to 
sell, at the price agreed upon by 
the majority of the arbitrators. 
A. W.G. Allen offered to re- 
ceive good stable manure on his 
land adjoining the town. The 
Board of Health had reported 
against allowing manure fo be 
put in the old creek bed. 

The Natural History Society 
thanked the town for the use of 
the council chamber for their 
convention.

HISTORY OF WORLD. 


——_— 


300,000 Persons Supposed To Have Perished. 


Rome, Dec, 31—Esti nates of 
the death-roll of the earthquake 
now cease to concern the Italian | 
people. It is enough to know that 
the catastrophe is overwhelming 
—figures would add nothing to 
the grief of the stricken nation, 
nor move to greater effort those 
upon whom the work of relief 
and rescue has fallen. Every 
channel open tc the government 
has been utilized to this end. 
Other nations have been quick to 
come to its assistance, even be- 
fore the cry for aid went up. 
Shiploads of fugitives have been 
carried out of the strieken zone 
to Naples, Palermo, Catania and 
other ports, and, according to 
the minister of marine, rescue 
vessels to the number of thirty- 
six are centred in the straight of 
Measina, and 5,000 soldiers -are 
being landed on the two coasts. 


QUESTION OF LIVING. 


Most important of all now is 
the question of the living. 
Thousands of those who escaped 
the falling walls and the sweep 
of the tidé are starving, and are 
without clothes or shelter. They 
can scarcely long survive their 
sufferings. The first thought bas 
been to carry food and covering 
for these helpless people, and it 
has now been decided by the 
government to send a fleet of 
emigrant’s steamers to transport 
them to other places.’

Along the way it was seen 
that the smiling villsges on 
the Calabrirn coast had dissap- 
peared. Thecommander of the 
Ruessian battleship Makharoff de- 
scribes the fearful scenes at 
Messina. He declares that many 
of the residents at that place had 
Leen buried alive, as groans had 
come from far down in the fisures 
of the earth, which could only be 
approached with the greatest 
precattions.

The 
anguished cries of the victims 
caused a fearful frenzy among the 
sailors, who in several cases 
ventured in. dangerous places 
and rescued. many people.

According to your instructions we 
subinitted the question of the liability 


of the town to the firemen under the 


employers liability act and requested 
to look into the inatter, but we have 
not received his advice as yet. 

We cannot recommend that a grant 
be made to the Firemen’s Secretary 
this year, as he is not an employee of 
the town'and the Town Council has 
dealt liberally with the firemen as a 
body, and is now considering the 
placing of accident insurance on all 
the firemen. We believe the firemen 
as a body should deal with this 
matter, 

We recommend that H. G. Stone be 
allowed $18 commission on sale. of 
cemetery Jots to date ‘since the Town 
took over the cemetery,.and that he 
be allowed the amount of $1 per lot in 
the future, This was the arrangement 
in force previous to the Town taking 
it over, and was confirmed by Mayor 
Gaetz. 

The report was adopted. 

It was decided to engage the ser- 
vices of a night watchman and con- 
stable for the winter months at a 
salary not. to exceed $30. month, 


GREATEST CALAMITY IN 


Rome, Dee, 31.—Esti nates of 
the death-roll of the earthquake 
now cease to concern the Italian 
eople. It is enough to know that 
the catastrophe is overwhelming 
—figures would add nothing to 
the grief of the stricken nation, 

nor move to greater effort those 
upon whom the work of relief 
and rescue has fallen. Every 
channel open to the government 
has been utilized to this end. 
Other nations have been quick to 
come to its assistance, even be- 
fore the cry for aid went up. 
Shiploads of fugitives have been 
carried out of the strieken zone 
to Naples, Palermo, Catania and 
other ports, and, according to 
the minister of marine, rescue 
vessels to the number of thirty- 
six are centred in the straight of 
Measina, and 5,000 soldiers are 
being landed on the two coasts. 


QUESTION OF LIVING. 


Most important of all now is 
the question of the living. 
Thousands of those who escaped 
the falling walls and the sweep 
of the tidé are starving, and are 
without clothes or shelter. They 
can scarcely long survive their 
sufferings. The firet thought bas 
been to carry food and covering 
for these helpless people, and it 
has now been decided by the 
government to send a fleet of 
emigrant’s steamers to transport 
them to other places.’ 

The latest reports received at 
Rome state that there have been 
many intermittent shocks follow- 
ing the first, to which the greater 
part of the destruction is attri- 
buted. The British warship 
Minerva reported by wireless to 
Malta that two severe shocks 
occurred at Messina last night. 


42 SHOCKS IN ALL. 


Professor Ricco, director of the 
observatory at Mount Aetna, 
states that his instruments have 
recorded 42 distinct shocks. after 
the first, but that during the last 
thirteen hours they have been 
almost motionless. 

Aetna and Stromboli are now 
quiet, and he is certain that the 
earthquake was not of volcanic, ! 
but geologic origin, similar to the | 
one of 1785.

of the fine buildings along “that 
line of streets still were standing 
but behind was emptiness and 
ruin. The principal square pre- 
sented an awe-inspiring aspect. 
Everywhere were enormous 
cracks, into which the sea poured 
whence eloude of steam and sul- 
phcrous. vapor arose. 

._ To the right before a big 
trembling building, were heaped 
many corpses, w'.ose desperate 
attitudes and contorted features 
showed the death strugglea. 

The crew landed but the work 
of rescue was most difficult. The 
ruins formed hillocks thirty feet 
high, under which thousands 
were buried. The steamer was 
soon loaded down to its utmost 
capacity with survivors and then 
steamed to Naples. 

Along the way it was seen 
that the smiling villsges on 
the Calabrirn coast had dissap- 
peared. Thecommander of the 
Rugsian battleship Makharoff de- 
scribes the fearful scenes at 
Messina. He declares that many 
of the residents at that place had 
Leen buried alive, as groans had 
come from far down in the fisures 
of the earth, which could only be 
approached with the greatest 
precautions. 

At points the tottering walls 
threatened further collapse. The 
anguished cries of the victims 
caused a fearful frenzy among the 
sailors, who in several cases 
ventured in. dangerous places 
and rescued. many people. In 
other cases they reached dead 
bodies that separated in parts 
when efforts were made to drag 
them from the wreckage. Amid 
the ruins of the Bank of Sicily 
Russian sailore found the safe 
containing many millions and 
delivered it aboard the warship. 

At the prison of Rocci Guelfoni 
400 convicts were killed together 
with many jailors and soldiers.

The Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, into the management 
of which Judge: Cassels® is’ at 
present’ enquiring, maintains 
purchasing. agencies, under: the 
control of salaried -officiais, at 
seven different points. In -the 
ageregate many hundreds. of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of 
supplies for the department are 
purchased through these agencies 
annually, the supplies including 
material for lighthouse con- 
struction, repairs’ and goods for 
Government steamers, etc. So 
far the énquiry has touched only 
three of these branches, and 
these have been found to be 
absolutely rotten, Supplies have 
been purchased through these 
branches in wholesale quantities 
without tender at:-retail prices. 
Goods belonging to the govern- 
ment have been disposed of on 
equally wasteful term. Labor 
has been supplied. to the de- 
partment by contractors, labor 
which the department could\have 
engaged direct for itself, at a 
figure that allowed a nice profit 
to the contractors. On the .other 
hand, some‘thirty officials whose 
cases have been enquired into 
have been found to have had 
their hands out for gifts, loans, 
gratuities, or sommissions from 
the contractors so favored. 

With such wholesale moral de- 


more than the. suspension of the 
implicated officials is called’ for.
